however difficule this is, it is notwithitanding nece/- 
; and that a Man can no more pretend to common 
Senfe who will fuffer his Afind to be poifon'd by an 
Emperick, than he who would truft a Mountebank with 
his Body.

LONDON 


Vefterday a Dutch Mail arrived, with thefe Ad- 
vices. 

The Count de Munich has acquainted the Ruffian 
Court of his happy Paflage over the Niefter ; and 
that as he judg’d the taking of Choczim could be 
of no very great Advantage, he had-left iron the 
Right, and was marching towards Tranfilvania. 

The Report of a great Battle in Moldavia between 
the Turks and Ruflians, is dwindled toa fmall Ac- 
tion that happen’d on the 22d of July, O.5. wherein 
the Ruffians, with the Lofs of only 39 Men kill’d, 
and 112 wounded, forced a Body of Turks and Tar- 
tars to retire, with a confiderable Lofs, towards 
Checzim. In the Number of their Killed were 2 
Bafhas, and 2 Agas, befides 1 of the principal Mur- 
fes of the Tartars. 

The Kan of Crim Tartary, upon Advice that 
General Lafcey was approaching with ‘is Army to- 
wards the Perecop, has burat the Country for 14 
Leagues round. 

A Letter of the 6th inft. O. S. from Peterwaradin, 


fays, That fince the Imperialifts quitted the Camp at 


Jabouka, the Turks have been Continually at their 
Heels, and taken their Camps as faft as they quitred 
them ; but tho’ much fuperior in Number, all they 
have ventur’d has been: from Time to Time to har- 
rafs their Rearguard. That after General Wallis 
had refted his Troops the 2d and 3d Inftane at Czen- 
tos, he had fome Thoughts of pafling the Theyfle, 
in Order to incamp at Titul ; but rhe Count de Nev- 
perg, the Prince of Saxe-Hilburghaufen, and {cveral 
other Generals, having convinc’d him, that it was 
berier to repals the Danube, in Order to draw nearer 
tothe Save, he did fo onthe qth, and encamped at 
Surdock, between Peterwaradin and Semlin, where 
the General is at Hand to preferve the Communi- 
cation with Belgrade, and to hinder the Turks from 
p«fling the Save. The Grand Vizier, who continues 
his Preparations for the general Storm of Belgrade, 
fent feveral Deputies neverchelefs to Count Wallis, to 
treat of Peace, who on the 3d fent a Courier upon 
the fame Occafion to the Turks Camp, and: that 
Day the Firing on both Sides ceafed ; but no fooner 
was that Courier fent back with the Grand Vizier’s 
Anfwer, than the Fire was renew’d on both Sides: 
The Turks having ruin’d one Part of the Town, 
batter the Outworks with Fury, in Order to facilitate 
their intended Storm: And the Cannon of. Belgrade 
fire with equal Fury on the Batteries of the Turks ; 
and “cis faid that the Aga of the Janifarics approach- 
ing too n-ar the Baftion of St. Charles, bad his Head 
fhot off by a Ball. If the Turks fhould fucceed in 
their Storm, the Garifon will retire into the Citadel, 
which is built of Free-ftone, flank’d with 12 great 
Towers lin’d with Fortifications ; and upon thofe 
Towers are planted above 150 Cannon, which will 
make the Town too hot for the Turks, if they 
fhould happen to take it. Tho" they are in fome 
Degree Mafters of a Part of the Danube on the Side 
of the Town, their Saicks durf not come too near ir, 
tor Fear of being funk by the Artillery of a Fort, 
which is at one of the Angles of the Citadel, where 
the Save and the Danubz join. 

Letters of the 14th from Belgrade confirm the 
Preparations of the Turks to ftorm it in feveral Places 
at once ; and add, that befides the Ladders, a great 
Number of Sand-bags, Wooll-facks, &c. are getting 
8" for that Purpofe. They own too, that the 
Turks Artillery is better ferv’d than it has been hi- 
therto; bur “tis far from being a numerous or formi- 
dable Train, if what they fay be true, that ir confifts 
only cf 100 Guns of a moderate Bore, 22 Demi-cul- 
verins, 30 Mortars, &c. They fay, that the Grand 
Vizier only waits for the Arrival of the Bafha of Bof- 
nia with a Reiaforcement to ftorm the Place, for 
which he is the more in hafte, by reafon of the Scar- 
city of Forage and other Provifions in his Camp, up- 
on which account, ‘tis faid, 10000 of his Men have 
already deferted, and that 500 Horfe went off in onc 
Body to return home ‘Tis added, that the Damage 
which the Turks have as yet done to the Works is fo 
inconfiderable, that the Befieged repair in rhe Night 
what is done in the Day, and that the Turks have 
not as yet open’d Trenches, nor difmounted one of 
their Batteries. It confirms the Death of one of their 
Ages by a Cannon Ball, with thefe Circumftances, 
that as foon as he was shot off of his Horfe, a Number 
of Janifaries came about him, and, after menacing 
the Town with their naked Swords, there came a 
fine Litter, on which the dead Body was laid, and 
carry"d off by the Janifaries with great Demonftra- 
‘ions of Mourning.
